This also happens 
when “lieshy” persons become emaciated, 
and then, ofteu, the skin hangs loose aud 
flabby, or deeply furrowed upoii the face. 

On the return of "flesh” the wrinkles disap- 
pear. 

The other cause of skin folds is folding the 
skin ; that is, repeating the same folds, again 
and again. Smiling, laughing, crying, frown¬ 
ing, worrying, indeed, every facial ex¬ 
pression has it litres, which iu time become 
wrinkles. Lying alt night ou the same side 
also causes wrinkles. . 

Knowing the causes of wrinkles we need 
not the prescriptions of doctor, quack nor 
writer. Keep off ill-temper wrinkles by 
sunny dispositions; keep off wrinkles caused 
by nervous habits, such as scowling, twiu-h- 
ings of tlie li|is, and the like, by overcoming 
the habits; Bike out wrinkles from tlie face 
as you take them out of cloth, l.y smoothing 
or softly pressing them with tire lingers in 
moments of leisure; and resupply the loss of 
juices and fat by fat—olive oil, lard, vas¬ 
eline, glycerine (these, two, however, upon 
some skins cause a growth of hair, if used 
regularly) and best of all, by wool fat. YVool 
fat is a comparatively late preparation from 
sheep’s wool, and thus is the same oil as is 
fouud in the skin. Its principal advantage 
over other oils, for this purpose, is that the 
skin adsorbs it more readily. It is used by 
physicians ami druggists as a base for oint¬ 
ments for skiu diseases,-to just what extent 
I am not able to say,-and English ladies are 
beginning to use it and to prevent and take 
nut wrinkles. Mrs. Logan in a recent book 
recommends a preparation of wool fat called 
Laniila Cream. YVater, however, to supply 
the loss of juices and to keep the skin clean, 
must have its first place and use in dis¬ 
placing wrinkles. Just Wfore retiring, 
iMithe face and neck in water as warm as is 
comfortable, using some clear soap. Wipe 
dry upon a soft towel, without rubbing. Put 
a little wool fat, or other oil if you prefer, 
into the paltu of the left hand, rob all over 
the two hands, and then rub the face gently 
hut tirmly, pressing the tips of tlie lingers 
dick and forth in a direction contrary to that 
Inch the wrinkles take. Five minutes every 

night of this massage, while it may not en¬ 
tirely prevent wrinkles, will soften the lines 
and do much toward keeping the face fresh. 

It is said that a iir.tsk of chamois or cotton 
worn at night will keep the skin soft and 
LLoolh. Next week l will explain the theory 
f the mask aml describe its manufacture 
and its use. 

For chilblains rub on colorless iodine night 
and morning. An equal amount of ammonia 
added to iodine will take out tlie color so 
that it will not sBfln, even though it he not 
perfectly colorless.

was spent. It is understood that this associ¬ 
ation is endeavoring to form a Young Men’s 
Christian Association, and it is hoped this 


to woman suffrage on principle, proposed an 
amendment to have the question voted upon 
by the people at the next state election, the 
women to he allowed to vote the same as the 
men, and the act to be valid if it secured a 
majority of the entire number thus voting. 
This amendment was not wanted by the 
suffragists and, as tlie vote showed, was not 
wanted by some of the anti-suffragists. The 
effect of the motion was to throw the deliate 
aud the vote into utter confusion. Members 
who were opposed to the bill voted freely for 
the amendment, and vice versa. But the 
amendment was carried by 110 to ill. Then 
came the main question. The suffragists did 
not want the hill as it was, but they did not 
want to vote against it,—some did not. Ou 
the other hand, members who disbelieved in 
the suffrage could vote for the hill and thus 
refer the question to the people, believing 
they would reject the measure and thus take 
it out of the Legislature, just as the prohibi¬ 
tory constitutional amendment was taken 
out. Other opponents of suffrage for women 
preferred to kill the hill on the spot. The 
result was that the hill was refused a third 
reading liy 88 yeas to 97 nays and 14 pairs. 
The speaking was not of the highest order on 
either side. Messrs. Roe of Worcester and 
Leonard of Waltham were the best for tlie 
hill, and Mr. Wellman of Holden against it. 

It is singular that the hill to repeal the 
liquor license limitation law, which has been 
reported to the House, is in charge of the 
only minister in the Legislature, Rev. John 
Brown of Fall River, a Scotchman, aud the 
only Independent Republican. To hear him 
talk in committee one would soon learn that 
he lias a great horror of kitchen barrooms as 
they flourish in Fall River, and he prefers to 
take his chauces with an unlimited number 
of saloons if a city or town votes for license. 
A minority of tlie committee dissent and 
there will surely he a sharp fight on the 
hill. 

It is-not late enough yet to judge fairly of 
tlie Legislature, hut I am disposed to believe 
that it is more able, more honest and more 
industrious than either the Legislature of 
1891 or 1892. It could not well he worse than 
tlie last, and so far seems clearly much its 
superior. It is hampered by the new rules of 
Speaker Barrett, which, with very poor judg¬ 
ment, he has bail carried through to the great 
delay of business, and tlie House is disposed 
Gy he talkative. But it seems to be honestly 
trying to serve the public interest, anil that 
is much when one thinks of tlie corruption 
which stalked freely here last year. Tin y 
have defeated Barrett’s order for proroga¬ 
tion tlie first Wednesday of May, because it 
was too absurd for reasonable men to con¬ 
sider, hut that defeat does not signify a 
dilatory temper in the House. 

Tlie weather was most abominable for Gov. 
Russell’s annual public reception from 10.30 
to 12.30 Wednesday, and only 307 people were 
present, iuslead of over 2000 a year ago. The 
notables were few, and the street gamins, 
happy to see the governor, were in about tlie 
same proportion ns usual to tlie well-dressed.

it was utterly impossible to find any signs 
whatever of it. No one 
this river, and where to go or 
did not know. I went to the right and then 
to tlie left, hut finding no trace of tho men 
crossed over tho river, looking for signs on 
the opposite side; hut alas, there were no 
signs given. It was now 3.30 in the after¬ 
noon, and being somewhat weary from my 
journey I sat down to rest and decide upon 
further movements. I cannot describe the 
feeling which came over me while theie, hut 
suffice it to say it was not very pleasant, and 
I threw myself down in the snow to freeze 
and die. While lying there, nearly covered 
with the snow, something sail to me: "This 
is suicide; arise, do what you can, and trust 
God for results.” Encouraged by this 
thought I arose and asked God to help me. 

The only feasible thing to do was to take my 
back tracks, and while it seemed like a hope¬ 
less task to reach camp that night, yet I set 
out with that determination. 

I had no difficulty in following my trail so 
loug as daylight lasted, hut when that was 
gone I was again in trouble and compelled to 
stop. I was now in the old logging works, 
aud there being some uprooted trees near the 
trail I went to them for shelter. Underneath 
these was an opening, and with one of my 
snow-shoes for a shovel I began making it 
larger. Having dug away the snow until I 
came to the turf-covered rocts of the trees 
and thus prepareel my camp, I then set out 
iu search of my birch bark and wood. The 
first was soon found, hut owing to my ex¬ 
cited condition, I was unable for a long time 
to locate my newly-made camp, but when I 
had found it I lighted a torch and gathered 
limbs from the old tree tops. With a good 
supply of fuel I began to build a fire, when to 
my surprise I found my matches were all wet 
save three, which I had in a small match¬ 
box. The first one was tested just in season 
to he blown out by a gust of wind, the second 
failed to kindle the hark, and I was reduced 
to the brimstone end of my last match. 
With] this little ray of hope I scratched 
cautiously, hut successfully, and soon had a 
good fire, together with dry matches and 
clothing. I spent the night gathering leaves 
and watching them burn. 

Contrary to my expectations, the hours 
passed very rapidly, and to my surprise it 
it was fifteen minutes past 4 in the morn¬ 
ing when I had thought it might be about 10 
in the evening. Having a good pile of coals 
and two hot stones at the bottom of my fire, 

I put on more limbs and curled up for a nap. 
It was short, hut refreshing, and when well 
shaken by old Jack Frost I arose, and as best 
I could tried to resuscitate my tire, but the 
wind had changed, and so had the purpose of 
my chimney, and tho result was I got a hot 
cinder in each eye, closing the left one com¬ 
pletely and the right one partially. 

It was now 0 o’clock, and in this one-eyed 
condition I started out to find my trail, which 
I had lost the night before. To my surprise, 
it was easily found and followed, until it led 
over a steep hill, and as I wanted to save all 
my strength I attempted to go around the 
hill, but in my efforts to do this uncon¬ 
sciously crossed my trail, and after traveling 
until 30 minutes past 9, came around to the 
very place where I had lodged the night be¬ 
fore. A second time I set out and went to 
tho hill, hut in my attempt to be a little 
wiser I went on tho other side of it, and to 
my surprise had soon made a circle to the 
right, coming a second time to my camping 
place at half-past 10. Once more I realized 
the horror of being lost, hot Assured of the 
fact that God helps those who help them¬ 
selves, I set out again for the hill. Just 


Supper being over I retired for the night, 
but I had scarcely covered my head with 
the blankets when I heard the creaking of 
snow-shoes, and a voice saying “Are you in 
here?” To which I replied, “I am, and there 
is room for more.” To my surprise, it was 
Ed Blair, boss of the lumber camp, and John 
Huggins, guide of the lawyer to Camp 
Caribou. 

My rescue, briefly told, was as follows: 
Huggins returning from Camp Caribou next 
morning, passed my camping place about 10 
o’clock and reached Blair’s camp at 2 o’clock. 
Inquiry being made as to how the minister 
stood his journey the reply was, “I haven’t 
seen him.” At once the horn was sounded, 
and the workmen ran for the camp to ascer¬ 
tain tho trouble. It was decided that Mr. 
Blair and Huggins should go in search of the 
lost minister. At 3 o’clock in the afternoon, 
with a good supply of food and blankets, 
they set out. Huggins led the way to my 
camping place, and there they found my 
track, which they followed until 8 o’clock, 
when Huggins gave out, and was obliged to 
camp.

.• (.ni p, and then returned for Mr. Huggins. 
Animated by the report of Blair, Huggins 
soon made ready for the journey and reached 
ttie camp at ten minutes past nine. 

Next morning we left Bump Pond camp 
at C o’clock, and soon were in the tote road 
from Chesham, Can., to Camp Caribou. In 
my effort to extricate myself from the snow 
the day previous I sprained my knee, and it 
now gave out entirely. Blair remained with 
me, while Huggins started for Camp Caribou 
to get a sled to draw me in on, but ere he had 
been gone 20 minutes he met Louis Bragg, 
with four horses on his way to Canada for 
hay. Danforth and Denniston were with 
him, going to Rump Pond Camp. Huggins 
returned with the team and for the first time 
I saw John Danforth, who wrapped me in 
his own blankets and sent me to his home, 
where I remained a welcome guest for nearly 
four weeks, when he guided me safely hack 
to Ed Blair’s logging camp.

-OLLKCK SETTLEMENTS. 

It is my purpose in this writing to briefly 
outline tile history and purpose of the Col¬ 
lege Settlements. Tlie College Settlement 
association is au organization consisting 
mainly of women handed together as the 
constitution states, “for tlie support and con¬ 
trol of C lege Settlements.” A College 
Settlement is n home of educated women 
placed in iAflly among the poorer and less 
inhabitants for the purpose of 
helping the people in its vicinity to bettor 
things in life than they have ever known or 
than they are able in their present eircum- 
stanccs to attain. There arc- three college 
settlements over which this association lias 
control: One in New York, one in Philadel¬ 
phia, anil one in Boston. Beside these there 
are independent settlements, the pavpoaes of 
which are like those of the Association set¬ 
tlements. Among the Inst known are the 
Hull House in Chicago, the Andover House 
and the University Settlement in Boston. If 
I am correctly informed the last two have 
men and women residents, while the others 
have only women residents. There are eleven 
female colleges whose faculty, alumnae and 
students belong to the association of which 
Wellesley, Smith and Vassar have tlie larg¬ 
est memberships; there are alsonon-collegi- 
ate members, and a few men memlcers, 
graduates and students of other colleges. 
The number of full membership is 7.V5. Tire 
membership fee is So annually. There are 
also partial memberships, that is several 
students form a club say of live, each paying 
one dollar, the five students constituting 
one complete membership, so that there are 
really many more members than the statis¬ 
tics credit tlie association with. The mem¬ 
bership fees and donations last year amounted 
to 84181230. The government of the associa¬ 
tion is in the hands of an electoral board, 
•hosen from its membership by its members. 

quote from the second annual report of the 
board: 

Tlie College Settlements Association was 
formed in the spring of 1890. There arc 
many reasons of expediency for plaeing tlie 
control of the movements towards College 
Settlements for women in the hands of an 
association; the chief reason, however, lay 
above tlie sphere of the expedient, lire 
Association exists indeed to furnish financial 
support to the Settlements, lint tins is neither 
its only nor its highest object. It aims to 
bring college women within tire scope of a 
common purpose and a common work. A 
college settlement Iias a two-fold value. Its 
first aim is direct and obvious. It concen¬ 
trates its power on the definite effort to bring 
brightness and help to a limited neiglilior- 
hood. Such is and must remain its primary 
and in one sense its highest ambition. Its 
greatest privilege is in simplest humane

fellowship, its best work must always Ire 
performed in silence, far from the glare of 
publicity, and its results can never »• 
measured, vet there is another Aspect to the 
work of a*Settlement. Seeking immediate 
use, it affects remote issues. It aims at di¬ 
rect helpfulness to the poor among whom 
its lot is cast; it achieves helpfulness less 
direct yet possibly more poteut to the cult- 
ured, from whom its strou^th is drawn. 

The education of our college women is one 
of tlie great missions of College Settlements. 

Less enticing to those facing tlie grim reali¬ 
ties of practical poverty than direct devotion 
to obvious need, this work is yet fraught 
with a wider hope for the future. For in 
the awakened intelligence and consecration 
of the cultured class lies, after all, tlie most 
serious promise for the success of that great, 
movement towards social reconstruction in 
the midst of which we live. A College 
Settlement by its very existence possesses a 
quickening power. This power is, of course. 

deepest and, most permanent in the ease ol 
the residents, but it is not confined to them. 

To extend the educating power to the ««« «■- 
incut idea is the object of the College Settle¬ 
ments Association. The association would 
unite all college women and all who count 
themselves our friends, in the trend of a 
<»reat modern movement; would touch them 
with a common sympathy, and inspire them 
with a common ideal. Especially is it well 
that the young students still in college 
should join those older students whose uni¬ 
versity is the outer world, and should Ire 
quickened in their years of vague Aspiration 
and purely speculative energy by possessing 
a share in a broad practical work. 

The first college settlement was made iu 
New York in 1890; the second in Phila¬ 
delphia in April 1892. Tlie Boston house 
has just been opened. Tlie residents having 
fitted up a house tastefully and comfortably 
in a section of a city where it seems they may 
make themselves helpful, they set themselves 
to become acquainted with their neighbors 
and to study their needs; beginning in a 

_, a ll way they broaden their work as their 

experience and opportunities broaden. 

The Hull House on West Halsteil street 
as opened by two young women in 1889 
This is a private enterprise. The residents 
pay their personal expenses, give their time 
and conduct the work upon their own re¬ 
sponsibility ; they are assisted by contribu¬ 
tions of money and necessary articles like 
furniture and clothing from wealthy people 
in Chicago and by outside workers. This 
year there have been nine residents. As the 
pioneer experiment, as its purposes are kin¬ 
dred to those of tho College Settlements, the 
Hull House is always named as a College 
Settlement, although one of its workers 
said “This is not a College Settlement, it is a 
Social Settlement.” 

The New York and Philadelphia settle¬ 
ments have had each a summer home to 
which visitors from among tlie people, es¬ 
pecially the children and young people, in 
their neighborhood have lieen invited; lire 
New York settlement for two summers, the 
Philadelphia last summer. Those of these 
visitors who are able, pay something for 
their expenses and lielp about the housework 
at tlie house. In future papers I hope to 
give tlie nature of the work in each of the 
College Settlements, anil te(l something of 
the plans and also of the details of the work. 

What is being done by the Hull House 
Settlement and by the New York Settlement 
is exactly what many of tlie working people 
in the mills and faatories of manufacturing 
villages like Falmer, Monson, Ware aud 
Thorndike ought to have done for them. 
There is no need of college settlements in 
these town. There are people of leisure, of 
culture and means, living often on the same 
street with hard working people who do not 
need money, but who do need sympathy and 
encouragement, and stimulus to higher 
social, intellectual and spiritual living. 
There are no doubt those in these villages who 
long to help others less fortunate socially yet 
who do not know how to help. The princi¬ 
ples and methods of the College Settlements 
can be applied to the conditions of country 
life, and if so applied would bring blessings 
without numlier. But more of this when I 
have told you more in detail of the work of
